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THE TAX BILL VETO 


. Gov. Kohler is to be commended- for 
his veto of the Hitt income tax bill. 
His message explaining the reasons for 
the veto is clear and explicit and busi- - 
nesslike. He has the support of the tax 
commission;.in his^ position,-the com- 
mission declaring that a number of the 
bill's provisions are uncertain and diffi- 
cult of administration. 
Thereto .is 


based on three grounds. First, that the 
measure violates the cardinal principle 
that a tax law should be definite and 
plain to the taxpayers. 
"It has," he 


says, "been thfe subject' of almost as'" 
many different interpretations as there 
have been expert examinations of it." 
A second objection, is that the governor 
favors preserving the three-year aver- 
age clause of the present income tax 
act. The third can be stated in his o\Vh 
words: 


I am particularly insistent that thcrfe be 


no increases In tBe tax burden oh individuals 
and business already-: heavily taxed until we 
are sure there remain no new . unexplored 
sources of taxation. ' / ' ; 
I believe that a careful survey will disclose 


fields of taxation virtually • untouched 
and 
that If additional revenue is needed It can bo 
raised by taxing these sources rather than by 
increasing taxes on those already burdened. 


In support.of this latter contention 


he points to the fact that the legisla- 
ture this year availed itself of an op- 
portunity to" develop new sources of 
revenue when it subjected public utili- 
ties to the;income tax. He further

small means* but

It has not been a question of 
the amount of taxation so much in the 
past as the constant 
changing and 


: shifting of taxes, coupled with the at- 


tacks upon business and industry made 
by politicians during the legislative dis- 


. cussion of tax bills, that has caused 


capital to shy at Wisconsin, retard de- 
velopment of industries already here 
and cause some of them to remove at 
least their headquarters from the state. 


It is true that Wisconsin lias made 


. headway industrially, but it would 


have made much greater headway un- 
der a more settled, scientific and rea- 
sonable policy. Every time the legis- 
lature meets attempts are made to re- 
vise and change the tax system. All 
persons and businesses subject to tax- 
ation are kept in hot water and never 
know where they are at. 
The gover- 


nor's argument that .Wisconsin ought 
to adopt a definite tax policy and ad- 
here to it is unanswerable. Every sen- 
sible person knows it is detrimental to 
the state's interest to be constantly re- 
vising and changing tax legislation. 
One year an act is passed and the next 
year 
it is repealed, modified or 


changed. This is all wrong and can re- 


. suit only from attempts to make politi- 
, cal capital out of agitation. 


The act which Gov. Kohler vetoed is 


so indefinite and uncertain that nobody 


. knows what its results would be or

ly the sort of legislation that ought not 
to be enacted.

When the agreement .is fin- 
ally concluded there is no reason to 
doubt that American interests in all 
respects will be safeguarded arid that 
there Will be a perfectly rational and 
sound understanding.

arid criticize. He has all of the facts 
and information before him on which 
our security must rest and on which 
rtaval defense is to be predicated,-, and 
we may be sure he will be governed by 
them.

IN S. C..EAT AS THE 


SOUTH CAROLINANS DO 


There is no particular virtue in llv- 


ng in South Carolina, asserts Dr. 
Roe 13. Remington, chemist and di- 
rector of the laboratory of the Sguth 
Carolina .food research commission', 
no particular virtue, that is, unless 
one eats the foods which are grown 
there. Then he explains city dwellers 
whose food'comes,.mostly out of tin 
caad and those in city or country 
who thru Ignorance or poverty have 
few or no fresh, vegetables in their 
diet — well, they might almost as 
well bo'.living in the .goiter belt. '. 


South Carolina has comparatively 


little goiter and what little there Is 
•n ,the state, is found more amohe 
ibe* colored children than among tha 
whites.'This is unusual, for Irism0st 
communities where there are many 
colored people goiter is more preva- 
lent among the whites. ' 


Dr. Remington gives some analys- 


es of vegetables grown in California 
and in Oregon. Goiter is exceedingly 
prevalent in Oregon, and..nearly as 
irevalent in California. South Caro- 
ina carrots contained 135 parts of 
odlne In the billion parts of dried 
vegetable; California carrots contain- 
ed eight parts of iodine per billion 
McClendon analysis) and Oregon 
carrots only' 2.3 parts ;of iodine p6r 
billion (McClendon). South Carolina 
beets contained 233 parts of. iodine, 
as compared with California" beets at 
eight parts. Spinach grown In South 
Carolina yields 424 parts of iodine in 
each billion of.the dried material: 
whereas If one has to put up with 
California grown spinach one gets 
only 26 parts of iodine. What an 
elephantine capacity for. this deli- 
cacy one would need to ward off goi- 
ter In California! 


Tomatoes, South Carolina grown, 


give 273 parts of iodine,- but if Call- 
forina grown only 17.5 parts. This 
brings us to dangerous ground. We 
had better back off before we gat 
Into the orange groves. 


The tops of beets, carrots and tur- 


nips contain more iodine than the 
roots. This observation indicates to 
Dr. Remington that the plants use 
the iodine Xrorrf the soil, -building it 
Into the organic structure, for the 
leaves are the part of a plant where 
the more active chemical changes of 
metabolism or growth take place. 


This thoro student docs not believe 


that the iodine in the soil gets there 
from sea spray blown in overland in 
the winds and deposited in fog. rain 
or dew. He argues that if that were 
true, the otheY- salts of the sea 
should be found in the soil in propor- 
tion with the iodine, and such Is not 
the case. He believes the large 
amount of Iodine in South Carolina 
soil is largely derived from the wea- 
thering of granite rocks In the Ap- 
palachian mountains, but that it has 
probably been somewhat augmented 
by tho use of commercial fertilizers 
orcr a long period of years. Chilean 
nitrate of soda may contain'as high 
as 4.02-per cent of iodine, but most 
other fertilizers contain no more 
than Is present in some natural soils. 
Other investigators have shown" that 
plants arc able to take up iodine 
from the soil and build It Into the 
organic structure, incidentally 
in- 


creasing the crop yield, when iodide 
is added in the amount of two 
pounds to tho acre. 
/Irish potatoes, in South Carolina, 
contain far more iodine than sweet 
potatoes.

While the taxpayer slept and the 
izy vo.ter played golf, the enemy 
owed the tares. The taxpayer was 
nd is parsimonious and he refused 
o vote for adequate salaries 
for 


lunicipal servants. He wanted to 
ay a part time wage for an all time 
ab and when he paid it he usually 
ot what he had paid for—a part 
ime job. 
"When changes are proposed and 
nder the law and constitution, a 
ew order of things is attempted the 
ttempt is looked upon with skeptic 
>m by the same • lazy voters. 
We 


re victims of civic indolence. 
We 


ilk of civic righteousness and do 
ot know what it means when we 
ress it into use. Every little while 
•e see some of the so-called best citi- 
sns starting a municipal clean-up, 
'here 
is plenty of talk; burning 


peeches are made and finally the 
lean-up ticket is elected. 


But the city soon slides along 


ho same old rut. Simply because 
re are a nation of business men 
nd women and we do not know 
iow to operate except on the prin- 
iples of business and the aldermanic 
ity cannot be operated on such a 
asis. 
It is filled with hurdles, ob- 


tructlon;;, detours and ties Its offi- 
ials with unbreakable cord. 
And all the time that these prob- 
;ms have been pressing and need 
xpert attention, we have been con- 
cnt to select officials because they 
ould be elected rather than because 
liey could attend to the business in 
and. Xo longer can a few citizens, 
raf-ted at random, and working at 
mall and unfair salaries be called a 
ompetcnt administrative body. We 
efuse to meet the Issue. 
"This is a world and a tiaie of ex- 
erts, and of specialization. The oil 
rofessions—the learned ones have 
ome to a subdivision of the respon- 
ibilitics. We have lawyers who are 
t home on tax matters but who are 
ntirely unfitted by application 
or 


•aining to battle the wits of the 
surts. Ikying pavements requires 
xJay something besides a 
good 


olitical pull if we get good pave- 
icnts. The average city, big or lit- 
e, lias no political questions what- 
ror to decide. It has no question 


C national policy to fix. It is a 
latter of cement, iron, stone, police 
nd other things that are at the 
jorsteps of every citizen. 
"We can arrivt at some definite 
nderstanding by laying 
down a 


:rics of accepted facts, 
"1—That the usual method of gov- 
•nlngr a city has 
failed to meet 


lodern requirements owing to vast 
jangcs in city demands and nee2s. 
"2—That wherever politics, cither 
"sonal or partisan, enters upon tho 
•one of municipal activity there la 
ways inefficiency. 
;'3—That cxrx.-it advice and atten- 
on is needed for present nnmiclp.il 
roblems far aliead of what we ever 
»ve heretofore anticipated. 
"In preface to my further remarks 
want to say that inefficient muni- 
pal government does not always 
nd its answer in corruption. I shall, 


say that practically all of the cities 
of tho sice of yours, have honest ad- 
ministrations. The percentage 
of 


actual dishonesty Is about one-half of 
one'per cent. 


"We shall, therefore begin with 


the premise that while here anl 
there may be graft, in major caa«» 
of city government in the smaller 
municipalities, the men in adminis- 
trative places are honest and trying 
to do. f'»r a miserably low reward, 
which tho taxpayers reluctantly vote 
for them, the very best that is in 
them. 


"It Is not necessary to have a 


great public stir over crookedness to 
call for • information on or adopt 
the/ manager form of government. 
Proposal for city manager govern- 
ment odes not come as an attack on 
a party, on a set of Individual? or 
any administration. I am only dis- 
turbed sometime that men who have 
held the executive positions in the 
cities of Wisconsin have not wel- 
comed the city manager plan with 
open arms, for (t is based solely on 
the principle that the execution of 
public work Is a business proposition 
and 'as such should be taken from 
the field of political controversy. 


•There is nothing new or untrie 


about it. 
It'is but twenty years 


old. Yet it has a most interesting 
history. It did not come as a re- 
sult of a badly managed city; it was 
rather from a desire for a be1 
system. Today it is welcomed a 
the solution of the miserable failure 
that municipal 
government 
has 


made in our largest cities. The cit; 
manager, plan has been in operation 
for more rears in our largest ant 
most complicated private 
business 


enterprises and has made us th 
most prosperous and efficient peo 
pie on e'arth. 
The logic Is that a 


scheme of 
government that 
ha 


failed might well be replaced with n 
government 
that has 
succeeded 


Nearly 400 cities have- adopted th 
manager plan. Few have gone back 
to the aldermanic 
system. 
Once 


tried the people stick to it. 


This Is what city manager govern 


ment. dees: 


"(1) 
Provides a responsible bead 


with experience and training to con 
duct the city's business in the same 
manner that any up-to-date business 
is managed 


(2) Makes impossible for one de- 


partment to work in harmony with 
all other departments because all an 
directed under one man. 


"(3) 
Centers responsibility on on< 


man. 
If you have a complaint o; 


bequest to make you know where t< 
go. It abolishes buck-passing. 


"(4) 
Takes the city's affairs ou 


of the -muddle (of ward politics, and 
ward jealousies and puts them on 
a sound business basis. 


"(5) 
Will make the people's moir 


ey go farther. Every dollar spen 
will give the city practically a dol 
lar's worth of service. 


"The three pillars of city manage 


ment are, (1). Free handed authority 
(2) 
Centralized 
responsibility. 
(3 


Complete publicity of all acts—noth 
ing hidden-nothing concealed. 


"Objections have arisen to 'cltj 


manager government. They are the 
same wherever presented. 
They 


nearly all logically 
answer them 


selves. They do not attack the gen 
eral principle's they deal In mlnoi 
details.1 One of the issues to be cer- 
tain raised is by those in office or 
their friends. In a recent campaign 
in one of the cities of the state about 
the size of'Appleton. the most in 
sistent objection was that the new 
government would get rid of .all the 
old, faithful officers. There are such 
men In every city: some have grown 
in service, some are especially com- 
petent, others have arrived at 
point where they look upon office as 
a sinecure. City manager plan does 
not necessarily remove anyone. In 
Janesville we have the same head 
of the fire department as under al- 
dermanic government seven years 
ago. He fought the new plan bit- 
terly. He Is now the most rampant 
partisan for the plan. The samp 
chief of police is in oftice;"tne same 
superintendent of water works; the 
same engineer remained until he re- 
tired voluntarily and moved away. 
The same assessor Is there; the same 
city attorney. Every one of these 
men were efficient. 
They like the 


city manager, scvernment because 
they can do better work with great- 
er rapidity. They do not have to 
run around to see a half dozen peo- 
ple before they can get action. They 
lave but one place 'to go-^-to the city 
manager. 
They are responsible • to 


lim and through him to the council 
and the people. 


"If men are in office-who are in- 


competent and flagrantly so they 
should go. That'is logical' a'n'd 'axio- 
natic. Otherwise no-man need* fear 
lis job when a 
manager plan Is 


adopted. 


"That Is a personal objection,—the 
ne just recited. But there is anoth- 
r. It Is used everywhere by those 
who are opposed to city manage- 
ment. They say it Is undemocratic; 
hat it gives to one man autocratic 
'ower; that it is too far way from 
he people. 


"Well -what Is a democratic gov- 
rnment regardless of party appella- 
ion? The failure of municipal gov- 
rnment Is not always due to the 
ype of men - we put in office but to 
he system. It is the system of al- 
:ermanic government that makes 
he difficulty. In order "to speak of 
emocracy we must know what de- 


mocracy means. I do not wish to 
nter upon a controversial discus- 
ion which questions what kind of 
overnment' is best—a democracy or 
representative form. I take things 
s they arc. Ours Is a representa- 
ive government. That government 
must express the will of the major- 


y. There is' more to it than the 


mere action by representatives. The 
.•eakness In all governments is the 
nabyity of the people to direct and 
ontrol the officials after election. 
City manager plan provides a far 
loser 
relationship 
between 
the 


eople and the administration than 
ny other. 
Instead of being auto- 


cratic It is democratic to a degree. 


"City manager form of govern- 


ment is simply another Invention of 
honest citizenship, the outgrowth of 
necessity in order to stay the pro- 
fessional politician operating on the 
principle that whatever is In sight 
belongs to him. 


"Let us look at this closeness to 


the people objection. 
How many 


men here or in any other city attend 
council meetings? How many know 
what your budget called for last fall 
on any given items or what 
the 


problems nrc this coming year? 
What now and pressing needs arc 
Ix-fore the officials? AVhnt personal 
contact docs the average taxpayer 


have with his administration? It is 
notorious that the city 
election 


usually, brings out a light vote. 
There Is*old General Apathy in com- 
mand. 


"Aldermanic form of government 


is a legislative'form. It is govern- 
ment by ordinance. Legislators nave 
less responsibility because they are 
one of many. The acts they perform 
are the result of a collective mind. 
The executive officer of the 
city 


must concentrate one mind on a defi- 
nite authority. There are multitudes 
of candidates and the voter-is ex- 
pected to intelligently pick out the 
ones that are best fitted for the of- 
fice. He knows little of any one of 
them. He must listen to the cam- 
paign talk of others. 


"The closest administration of the 


city to the people, the one having 
the largest element of democracy 
and common sense is city manager 
government. 
The taxpayer goes di- 


rect to the manager. 


"Frequent changes in city admin- 


istration are destructive. Xo soon- 
er is one program supported by the 
people under way • than we 
change 


officials. In other word?, nniat«'ur«! 
are running the government at a 
times. One weakness of the aldei 
manic government is in this constan 
change. Another Is in the failure o 
leading citizens, men who ought t 
have jobs in the city 
government 


will not take them. But when yo 
have a government 
that demand 


citizenship make its

we shall have little trouble. No ma 
is too big or too busy to serve on th 
).<oard of directors of the 
c ty 
I

"Oni other objection is th.j «ii-n 


nation of the wards except as votini 
units. The ward* lines 
disappea 


with manager government. The clt 
Is considered as a unit and not as 
sectional separate set of division 
known as wards. I have neve 
known a city yet where there wa 
not a deep seated jealousy 
abou 


wards. That gets worse 
when 


river divides a city. For years In 
my own city of Janesville the tw 
sides of the river were in 
conflict 


We have no more of that. We ar 
not for the Fifth ward; the Thirt 
ward or the west side, or the eas 
side—we are for Janesville. 


"And then there is some oppos 


tlon also to the manager plan by lo 
cal dealers in supplies which have 
'been bought in a hit and miss wa> 
at retail In many cases. There i 
fear that this business will be takei 
away. That line of opposition is no 
infrequent. 
It is based on selfish 


ness but the objection does not pai 
out. The saving to the dealers, th 
fact that he is first of all called up 
on to submit bids for quantity pur 
chases and set scales of prices fo 
smaller and ' emergency 
purchases 


has changed opposition to support 
. Another objection in manager cam 
paigns Is that the manager 
maj 


come from outside. That is true 
I know of but a half dozin schoo 
superintendents in cities of .the stat 
of Wisconsin who were born, reare< 
and educated in the city in whicl 
they head the schools. No on 
seems to object to that or think i 
is poor policy. 


"The most powerful argument in 


favor of city manager form is tha 
he may be selected from a list o 
men trained in municipal govern 
ment. City management is a. profes 
sion. It has a national organization 
and its books and professional pa 
pers- form a literature all its own 
These men .are not In the business 
as exploiters; they represent no on 
with an axe to grind; they have no 
friends to reward 
or enemies to 


punish; they have 
no social 
en 


tanglements or lines of caste. You 
have no hesitation about going to 
a far away specialist in medicine 01 
surgery for help in time of trouble 
you have^ none about calling him ii 
if unable'to go. If the manager luv, 
made it necessary to select the man 
ager from the citizens of the 
citj 


itself. It would at once be a weak 
ness. 


"You have here a corporation with 


capital assets of $32,048,950 known 
as "the city, of Appleton. You hav. 
those assets distributed among 25, 
000 people. 
Qualified stockholders 


in this corporation number 13,000 
eligible to vote. Under the manager 
iystem these stockholders act ex 
actly as in the corporations with 
more or'less capital. No private cor 
poration has so wide a distribution 
of its stock certificates. 


"Under the manager 
plan 
the 


stockholders have a meeting once a 
year. They do that under the old 
system too. We call it a municipa 
election. The stockholders elect a 
board of directors and other offiC' 
ers now. Under the manager plan 
'ollc.vlnc accepted business methods 
the stockholders elect a 
board of 


directors called a council, a com 
mission or what you will. But un- 
der whatever name It Is a board 
of directors. This board governs the 
city. Its president or chairman is 
the mayor insofar as the job of 
mayor is concerned In welcoming 
guests, conventions or presenting 
he keys of the city If you desire it 
hat way. 


"Tliis council fixes the policy of 


he city, makes the budget, passes 
he ordinances. It -has no admln- 
strativc or executive functions, du- 
ies or obligations. 
It selects, em- 


ploys, supervises and controls, with 
Ight to remove a city manager; a 
ull time, experienced, well paid, non 
political executive. 
The manager 


lames the heads of the departments, 
ity clerk, treasurer, city attorney, 
nglneer, street commissio'ner, sup- 
rvlses and controls them, and the 
department heads in turn are dir- 
ectors of the employes in the sev- 
eral departments. To simplify it. 
ommlssions may be abolished, police 
re and others, the council taking 
n their duties. 
"The manager Is chosen with re- 
pect to his experience and record, 
"he law says something about that, 
tetween the time of the first elec- 
:on of the manager council or com- 


mission and the selection of the man- 


ger the council is the Interim gov- 
rning head of the city. 
"At once It is seen that this is the 
Ian that intelligent men use In the 
peration of business organizations. 


it time we placed the handling 


f the corporation known as a city, 
n a business basis. The manager is 


close to the people. He removes all 
red tape and passing the buck i •:• 
cornea archaic. His business Is to 
see that the city gets 100 cents out 
of every dollar paid In as taxes. 


"I said the average slty admin- 


istration Is honest. It does not stral. 
But the very system of operation 


makes it quite impossible that It 
spend its money with a hundred per 
cent result. It Is Just naturally care- 
less. It is not who owns the city 
business but who manages ft that 
counts. It is almost axiomatic that 
poorly manacred private enterprises 
are better directed tiiau public con- 
cerns. The public officer is not fo 
much alarmed over watte and in- 
efficiency as he is over being pui 
out of his job. He knows his job 
depends on votes and it is easier to 
get votes some other way than by 
expert management. 


"Under the manager law you will 


always have a few members of the 
council who continue in office. 
If 


a, council of seven, as we have in 
Janesville, is elected the first year, 
three may go out of office at the 
end of the nrsf year, and four at 
the end of the second. 


"Xow we come to another and 


final point. The financial reportxun- 
der manager form is a vital factor. 
It has to be done monthly. It is 
mandatory. 
The books are audited 


up to date. 
The taxpayers know 


how the city' stands every 30 days. 
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statutes of Wisconsin—the city man 
ager law. That tells the story. It 
Is the simplest, most easily under 
stood chapter of this book of legal 
terminology. It takes away no pow 
er. removes no right, curtails no 
benefit, provides no added obliga 
tlon to the citizen or city adminis- 
tration, now enjoyed or set down un< 
der the general charter law. 


'"In those statutes of the state you 


will find three forms of municipa 
government and how to 
operate 


them. The general charter law is 
the basic rule for all cities whethci 
aldermanic, commission 
or 
niana 


gcrial. The fundamental fault with, 
and objection to 
the 
commission 


form of government is that- its mem- 
bers are by law both legislators and 
executives. They direct themselves 
It is farther away from the people 
than the aldermanic which is cer- 
tainly far enough. Now we come 
again to Chapter 64. 


"It tells you how to organize. You 


have a petition with 15 per cent -of 
the names of voters. In that peti 
tlon is stated what the plan will be. 
how k many in the commission 01 
council and whether they should be 
paid a salary or not. In Janesville 
the council members are not paid. 
Then there arc details as to election 
differing in no consequence from 
the present use. In Section 64.0D it 
says that "City manager shall be 
elected purely on merit." Note the 


shall". 
That does not say, "If 


you please": but it is a command. 
His salary is fixed by the council. 
He can be fired on notice and hear- 
ing. He is the executive head of the 
city. He becomes the man to shoot 
at. He does not have to go lamely 
about" through a maze of legal est- 
oppels lAit he gets to all the bases on 
a straight line. 


You can get i-id of all those boards 


if you desire. We have no police 
and fire commission. 
The 
health 


ofoer, the city engineer, the chief 
of police, the chief of the.fire dc 
partment, the street commissioner, 
which department has been joined 
with the engineering department, th«> 
water superintendent who is also in 
the engineering department, the city 
clerk who also is the city engineer, 
the assessor, all report to the man- 
ager. We have a board of trustees 
for the public library named by tlic 
council. 
The school board 
which 


used" to be in hot 
conflict 
all the 


time with the council owing to wish 
es of ward representatives in the 
aldermanic. board, is still maintained 
as a "separate body although under 
the manager law It may. by vole 
the people, be absorbed by the coun- 
cil. 


That is about the set-up of the city 


manager plan. It Is clastic enough 
to fit any case. You are able to 
say about what you want 
in the 


petition for the change. 


Now as to results: Men will serve 


on a city manager council who will 
not sit In the aldermanic board. I 
cannot tell you why, but it may be 
psychological. 
It is true, however. 


You will find the best woman admin- 
istrator in the city wlllir.fr to serve. 
You will find a loader of l:>.bor. will- 
ing .ind glad to be on tbe council, 
[n Dubuque, Iowa, the change, was 
made in the government through the 
abor organizations that batekcd it. 
Tha men and women who have given 
.he most earnest support to the city 
management are the folks, the peo- 
ple whose n.imes Jo not appear in 
the city papers very often—the wo- 
r en who wash their own dishes and 
the men who wear overalls. They 
make the city. Show me a city 
where the overalls are slow sellers 
and I'll nhow you a dead city, por- 
laps smugly satisfied but read for 
he ride to the cemetery in the mor- 
ician's new auio hearse. 


"I have here scores of letters from 


every class of people and many cities 
mder the manager plan. They arc 
rom labor heads, from business men. 
manufacturers and just common or- 
dinary folks. I have avoided gcttiiiR 
anything from manager?. The cour» 
n that instance 
might be preju- 


diced. 


"If we make a change In govern- 


ment it should be done by 
calm 


udgment. It Is not necessary to get 
heated and factional over it. I can 
ce how In a great city there mid-* 
>e a battle. Special privileges and 
eeders at the civic barrel 
might 


ight against It. They always Oo. 
normous sums arc involved. 
It 


akes as much to run the 
city of 


•Cew York as It dU the federal gov- 
rnment up to 1S90. There we can 
eafon why city manager form of 
overnment has to fight for Its life, 
rtrenched politics, folding fat from 
l.t: public dinner tAMo. IIP lea rn,-in- 
«?er form. In Cleveland It has run 
he gauntlet of three attempts to 
verthrow It but the women of the 
Ity put the lethal poison in the cup 
f crooked politicians and saved the 
ily from the deba\chery of parti- 
anshlp. 
In Cinrlifnati a 
corrupt 


ovcrnment arrived where It could 
ot pay salaries and banks would ( 
ot lend It any more money. They I 
ave city management now. Two 
ears have made a change that i."! ] 
ta riling. 
"In the fall of 1924. the old Cln- 
innatl Kovcrnment let a contract 
or the Improvement of Kellogg av- 
ion;. 
A little work was. done on 


he contract In the fall of 1924. Col. 
herrill, the manager 
took chars^ 


anuary I, 192j. He had the job re- 
"rtimatcd by. his engineers and rec- 
T»mcndecl to his commissioners that 


contract be annulled.

crican p<-oi»lc that first changes In 
munlcii>al government systems were 
brought about by cataclysmic dis>- 
tuibances where loss of life and 
property followed in the wake ot a 
great disaster. Memphis, Tennessee, 
staggering under th<* yellow fever 
epidemic started the commissioner 
form of city government. Galveston. 
half destroyed, by tMal wave 
and 


flood from the soa. found it neces-1 
sary to oust its federal system anil 
get something that would work with 
rapidity and implacable 
efficiency. 


Dayton, wrecked by a flood, its prop- 
erty swept away, its people maroon- 
ed and its streets filled with dead, 
found it nccessaiy 
to change 
Its 


wavering and vacillating government 
to a city manager and has ever since 
retained the plan. 


"The salvation to Miami, Florida, 


when the hurricane swept in from 
the sea auU lnul to, earth the bcuuues i 
of that semi-tropical city, was in Its 
manager government. When crises 
come in Europe they declare martial 
law: when they arrive in America 
they get a city manager. 


"From some of these remarks you 


may have gathered that I am per- 
sonally In favor of the city manager 
plan. I hope you have. I am: just 
as I am in favor 
of. type setting 


machines in newspapers, typewrit 
ers and nddinc machines In offices, 
loos-ie leaf devices, simplified acount 
Ing, sewer dlRKing machines, steam 
shovels. 
cement 
jxu'omonts 
as 


against the old cabbie stones or wood 
blocks which were once tlio achieve 
ment of engineering; ami for 
all 


those things that make us glorified 
in our civilization. Anil I speak to 
you as a citizen, not as an office 
holder.

"Kor nn unknown number of years 


yellow fever took Us frightful toll 
of death in every tropical and semi- 
ti-opical country. It decimated cities, 
halted progress, entered the homes 
of rich and jxjor. palace and hut, 
found its tragic way Into squalor 
and cleanliness; it had no choice. It 
struck r. deadly Mow at Dcl.esseps 
in digging the Panama canal: it re- 
stricted the settlement and growth 
of our own southland. It nearly ruin- 
ed Memphis and i>eople were fear- 
fif. about visiting New Orleans, that 
Creol? city with all It had in history 
and attraction for the touilht.

South America and northbound for 
the United States and Canada. 


Whether President Hoover had it 


in mind or not, aviation men say, the 
appointment 
of Mr. Guggenheim, 


generally regarded as America's fore- 
most aviation backer, will do much 
to forward the already rapidly devel- 
oping air traffic between the United 
States and 
the countries 
to the 


southward. 
When Mr. Guggenheim arrives In 


Havana he will be the second flying 
ambassador the United States has 
sent to the south. Ambassador Mor-
